congress convenes Jan. 5. Fifteen 
days later ne will be inaugurated 
for his second term. 


Despite the heavy schedule, Mr. 


^Roosevelt 
eliminated legislative 


and cabinet conferences from his 
program today to attend 
simple 


funeral services for his bodyguard 
and close' friend, August "Gus" 
Gennerich. 
Gennerich died of a 


heart attack in Buenos Aires. 


Grayson Visitor 


Only White House visitor today 


will be Rear Admiral Gary T. 
Grayson, chairman of the inaugur- 
al committee. Grayson, the chief 
executive's friend since Mr. Roose- 
velt was an assistant secretary of 
the navy, directed the first inaugu- 
ration ceremonies. 


The chief executive will not re- 


turn to his routine until tomorrow. 
Friday he will sit around a table 
with members of his cabinet to 
hear their reports of developments 
during his absence. 


Congressional leaders who con- 


verged on the capital several days 
before the chief exective's return 
last night saw Mr. Roosevelt at 
Gennerich's funeral, but they prob- 
ably will have to wait until next 
week to discuss the legislative pro- 
gram. 


Mr. Roosevelt, in addition to for- 


mulating a legislative program for 
his second New Deal, must turn 
attention to foreign relations and 
his cabinet. 


Neutrality laws passed by the 


last congress expire May 1, 1937.

•pvURING the five years of his history, \he

velopment, now recognized as plainly as 
the nose on your face by all

In order to get German and Italian air-

He has seen so many cases of 


injuries to the nervous system 
which are made worse, or rendered 
beyond the aid of surgery, by care- 
less and ignorant first aid treat- 
ment, that his advice is valuable. 


First, he says, "never lift the 


head of an injured person until he 
has told you whether he can move 
his legs or hands. 
If he cannot 


move his legs, his back is broken. 
If he cannot move hla hands, his 
neck is broken. In both cases the 
spinal cord is injured. If you lift 
his head to g-ive him a drink of 
water or if you fold him up to 
carry him, you inevitably grind 
the injured spinal cord between 
parts of the broken vertebrae and 
destroy any useful remnant of the 
cord which may have escaped in- 
jury In the original accident." 


Proper Procedure 


The proper procedure Is to roll 


the victim gently on to a blanket 
so that he rests face downward. 
When the blanket is lifted, the vic- 
tim's back sags, thus making him 
sway-back and removing pressure 
from the spinal cord. 


If you think the neck is broken, 


you should gently roll the victim 
on a plank so that he resta face 
upward, and under no circum-

QUESTIONS FROM READERS 


A. M. R.: "Some time ago you 


published an article on nourish- 
ment. 
As I recall it there were 


three very necessary requisites— 
eggs, milk and wheat. 
Please be 


kind enough to tell me the propor- 
tions, for a day's requirement and 
how I may get the wheat in the 
right form, as I understand wheat 
flour has lost most of its nourish- 
ment by the time it reaches us. As 
I recall the article read, if we have 
the correct proportion of these 
three, eggs, milk and wheat, we 
could then have the other foods, 
necessary but not so vital." 


Answer: It is true that eggs, 


milk and wheat are very nourish- 
ing, but they do not constitute a 
complete diet, and your impression 
is wrong that I said if we have 
these in the correct proportion we 
could have the other articles of diet 
in any amounts we liked. Wheat 
in the form of white bread is an 
nourishing a form as can be ob- 
tained. It does not have its nour- 
ishment removed before it reaches 
| the customer. There is no way to 
: tell exactly for any one person 
what is the right proportion of 
these foods, but if one is under^ 
weight, using them generously in 
connection with fruits, vegetable*, 
sugar and butter, should increase 
nourishment.
